The iilth day of May the clioluiu bn.ki- o,it at 
ValencUi, on tlie east coast ol bjiam, uud dur- 
ing the following tive month-, --piead urotinil 
the entire senbo.i. il. penetratmy into PortLigal 
ou thu one hand, then cios-mx the Pyrenees 
into Southern France, and tlieiu-e spieading 
Into Italy and Sicily. It was *uppo-td tu have 
exhausted itself about the mtdalc ot !>epLeiu- 
ber, but a few weeks ago it broke out again 
in Venice During the year it has also ap- 
peared at Gibraltar, Algiers, Odessa, Trieste; 
at Haiphong and Nugusakl, In Japan; and In 
Cochin China. The total number of deaths ib 
estimated at 101.000, as compared with 2j,OJO 
in Ir-S* and 65.000 iu 18X1. 
The lose of life in battle has also been vco 
large, though there have been no great wais. 
The entire number of those killed and Amed 
off by disease iu the French operations in Ton- 
quin and on the coast of China was about lui),- 
000, which includes tlie disasters tollie Fieuoh, 
Chinese, Anuamese and Black Flags. In i.he 
AnKlo-EKyptiau war and the isolated attaclcs 
on garrisons, including the Khartoum massa- 
cre, the liiigllsh loss was :f,7(iO, the Arab 24,- 
860.

•tlous in Madagascar SOU. In tlie at'.nu be- 
tween the Afghans and Russians, near PuiiJ- 
deb. 713 were killed. It is dillicult to ascertain 
the number killed during the brief Servo- 
Bulgariau war, but it approximates 5,000. 
The total sum of casualties in battle is about 
244,000. The whole list of casualties in the 
Old World sums up 137,345, as against 9«,354 in 
1884, 118.9W in 18»3, 2.0S5 In 1882, and 11,273 in 
1881. In this comparison the battle returns ol 
1885 are omitted, as we have no knowledge of 
tbe losses from that source in previous years 
The sum total, however, would be 811,815.

MACHINK SHOPS. 


This is a little city by itself, and 


from the bustle, noise and workmen 
in motion, one would conclude tha 
be had dropped into the busiest pan 
of a city. 


This busy world is located a little 


north and east of the Union depot 
and the first that engages the atten- 
tion of the visitor are the extensive 
paint shops, 60 z 280 feet in size 
which are supplied with two tracks 
crowded with oars undergoing the 
process of burnishing up and re-paint- 
ing, preparatory far road nse. This 
building, like all the other rooms oi 
the company, is heated with steam. 
The boiler house for this purpose, is 
a brisk bonding abont forty feel 
square, situated a little north of the 
paint shops. East of this is the store 
room building, 200 by 30 feet, and is 
made fire-proof to protect its valuable 
contents. Here is stored the up- 
holstery and car furnishing material 
of every description, for the use of 
the middle division of the road. Not 
less than 135,000 worth of material is 
placed for safe-keeping in these 
rooms. 
The passenger and freight car re- 


pairing shops are large and commo- 
dious, being abont 200 by 50 feet in 
dimensions. These are stored with 
damaged freight cars and mutilated 
coaches, undergoing the process of 
re construction, and so thronged with 
workmen that it is difficult to pick 
one's passage through them. 
Then 


comes the iron and wood machine 
shoes, resounding with a noise and 
din that almost stuns one with the 
racket and clatter of machinery. We 
are then conducted to the blacksmith 
shops, where the sparks are flying in 
every direction, and the sound of the 
trip hammer and other machinery is 
adding confusion to the already over- 
wrought din. 


There are also the truck-building 


shops; a ware Louse for castings, an 
oil ware horns—the basement of 
which is supplied with five large 
tanks for storing oil, a bolt ware 
house in process of construction, and 
the large, commodious round house 
for the engines. 
The latter has a 


capacity ot twenty stalls, and is said 
to be wholly inadequate for this di- 
vision of the road. 


The yards are supplied with eleven 


tracks for the convenience of siding 
the cars and running them into the 
various shops for repairs, etc. 


Mr. M. B. Shaffer, superintendent 


of the car shops, has about 250 men 
under his management and disburses 
monthIj from nine to ten thousand 
dollars. Mr. F. H, Paine is assistant 
master mechanic and has charge of 
the round house and machine depart- I jgtere(j 
ment. 
He has seventy-five workmen 


on his monthly roll, and the dis- 
bnresments are about four thousand, 
five hundred dollars.

WASHINGTON, Jan.

Civil-Service Commission lino adopted ;i 
regulation drafted by him which x-nrrk'S in- j 
to effect the permission given the commit- j 
sion in Rule 13 to drop from the records 
the applicants whose names have twen 
thereon for six months or more without 
having been reached in due course for ex- 
amination. 


In a long report Mr. Eaton says that 


such a regulation is absolutely necessary to 
prevent those applicants who have filed 
their applications early from blocking the 
way of others lebs fortunate Keeking to he 
examined. As the commission i« required, 
with certain small exceptions, he sayx, 
to 
notify all applicants 
for examina- 


tion in tlw 
order 
of 
the 
outry of 


their names 
upon 
those 
records, it 


is plain that so large numbers might in a 
short time have their names entered there- 
in as to prevent ior years, perhaps, iv«.v 
other persons being reached for examina- 
tion. The regulation now adopted, while 
it makes impossible hiirh a monopoly, per- 
mits those whose names are dropped under 
it to renew their application; and in such 
an event their names will be placed at the 
bottom of the list.
